Ton oan do tbia aaally wltb graat In- 
ttraot to jronraalt.and profit to the 
ooBununlty by tollowtnc tbaaa almple 
tnatructlons: First, learn the symp- 
toms of plant-diseases. Nearly all dis- 
eases are caused by microcopic non- 
green planta called fungi. The fungi 
aSaet tba plant on which they live in 
Ttrloua 'Waya wblob are recognised as 
mat, amut, mildew, wilt, rot, scab or 
leaf apot. Now whan you notice any 
of the symptoma on your vegetablA, 
orops, grasses chords or on weeds by 
the roadside or elsewhere, gather parts 
of the plants affected and If they are 
small leafy plants, put the specimens 
between newspapers, and weight to dry 
it It should be a branch ot a tree, or a 
braoket fnngua, (which growa on 
tmnka of traea) it ia not neceaaary to 
dry It. Write the date of collection 
and common name of the plant from 
which you obtained the specimen on 
the margin of the newspaper or on a 
tag to It. At your convenience, bring 
your collections to the Chamber of 
Commerce or the High School and 
they will be torwardad to tba Bxperi- 
ment Station at Lexington.

GIVEN IN ENGUWO 

OVERHERO'SRESCUE 

Hawker and Urieve Picked I'p By 
Baalab Bteaaur, AreXaadad 
at BeotlaaA 'v 

London, May 80. — Harry Hawker 

and Mackenzie Grieve set foot on Brit- 
ish soil today, nearly a week after they 
had been given up for lost In their at- 
tempt to Hy from Newfoundland to Ire- 
land in a Sopwlth airplane. 

The aviulors, who are the greatest 
national heroes of the moment, land- 
ed at Thurso, Scotland, from the Urlt- 
is destroyer Revenge. The Revenge 
took them from the Danlab tramp 
steamer Uary, which picked them up 
in mid-ocean early laat Monday, after 
they had been forced to deacand to the 
sea. 

Hawker and Qrleve were scheduled 
to start this afternoon from Thurso 
for London, where they will be given a 
royal welcome tomorrow, Britain has 
been jubilating ever since the news 
spread like wildfire over the land that 
Hawker and Qrleve had been saved. 

Grieve, immediately upon landing, 
sent this message to his parents: 
"Safe; will wire later. ' 
When news of the rescue lirst was 
received ilie Sopwith Airplane Co. 
clegraphed Thurso for Information. 
Later It was confirmed by an airplane 
courier.' 

"We had given him up tor lost," 
said Mra. Orieve, yhen she heard iiie 
news of her husband's rescue. She 
was too overcome to say more, 

GrIeve'a native town, Kroxford, took 
on a carnival appearance. 

As the news spread there was great 
enthusiasm throughout Britain. There 
were remarkable scenes in the streets, 
In concert halls and In moving picture 
theaters when the announcement of 
the rescue was made. Crowds cheered 
and tossed hats In air. 

A throng Katlieroil around Ilie home 
of Hawker, near Lomlon. Tlie town 
was beflagged as It haa not been since 
the war. 

At the church, the evening service 
was one of thanksgiving. 

"For this Is my son who was dead 
and Is alive again, who waa lost and is 
found." was the text of Uev. T. .1. 
Wood. There were special prayers 
and psalms of thanksgiving and the 
doxology was sung. 

Mrs. Hawker received a telegram of 
congratulations from the king and 
queen, who a tew days earlier bad sent 
her a telegram of condolence on the 
supposed death of her husband.

For several months a special com- 
niitioe rroni council has been working 
on tin; matter with representatives ot 
the Street Car Company and Mayor 
Thomas M. Russell, who Is diairman 
of this special committee, announced 
today that he was positive that an 
agreement could be reached that 
would give the city a aatlsfaetdry 
street. 

The estimated cost of the concrete 
paving In this unpaved section ot the 
two streets la about $1.60 per running 
foot. An agreement will probably ba 
reached whereby the car company will 
pay a part ot the cost, the city a part 
of the cost and the adjoining property 
owners the balance. Splitting the cost 
into three e(]ual parts and the city 
paying for that section In front of 
cross streets, alleys, city property, etc., 
the cost of the construction will be i 
about 25 cents a front foot to the ad- 
joining property owners and there ia 
not a one living and owning property 
on these streets who would not will- 
ingly pay even more than that amount 
to have the section paved and to re- 
move the mud holes the car tracks be- 
come in wot and rainy weather. A 
meeting of the special committee will 
be held at once when the big problem 
will be finally aolved.

MISUNDERSTANDING 
OF PROPOSED ROAD 
]KU& GREAT 

Flsral Court States In runiniuniratlun 
—Objections to Proposed Uoad 
Has IwweBBl. 

Olie Mason County Fiscal Court is- 
sues the following authorised state- 
ment: 

DlHcusalon on the 20c road levy hu 
brought out the fact that there is quite 
a lack of understanding of the pro- 
led assessment throughout the 
county, and it is the sense of the Via- 
cal Court that every means should be 
employed between now and the date 
of election to bring tlie full facts to 
tiie attention of all voters and appeal 
to their sense of fairness In consider- 
ing the additional b\irden that will be 
ImiioRod upon llie laxiiayers if they 
refuse to accept the Federal aid that 
is now olfered.by the government. 

The Federal aid represents Uses al- 
ready collected by the government 
from taxpayers of this and other states 
and It would be folly for Mason coun- 
ty to refuse to acoeiit their own money 
now in government luind>i for the con- 
Btruclicui of roaiis in tliis coiiuly and 
to permit the funds to be taken up by 
some other county or state that was 
progressive enough to meet the gov- 
ernment's offer of dollar for dollar. It 
Is pointed out, furthermore, that there 
is a strong movement on foot to induce 
llie next Legislature to vote a general 
Hiif road tax apiiiying to every county 
in llie slate, and where counties have 
nut already exercised the option of 
voting the Ux before the General As- 
sembly meets, the taxpayers will be 
forced to pay the assessment in a gen- 
iTal lexy and Mason county will be too 
late at that time In applying for Fed- 
eral aid. If Mason county does not 
make some provision to supply the ne- 
■. essary fund to meet the offer of the 
government, not only the Federal aid 
now offered will be turned over to 
lome other county, but Mason county 
will not be able to secure any Federal 
aid at any future time. 

It has been discovered by the good 
road advocates that jiropaganda Is 
ibroad to misrepresent the amount to 
be assessed under the proposed tax. 
Kither Innocently or Intentionally, sev- 
'ral taxpayers have referred to the 
assessment as a 20 per cent tan The 
proposed tax represents an assess- 
ment of only 20c an the flOO worth of 
real estate, or $2.00 per $1000. 

A few voters have complained tliat 
the tax will not be applied to the in- 
tersecting roads between the main 
highways, and that they will not vote 
for the assessment. One taxpayer who 
made such a complaint waa asked how 
he reaehed the dty. Re aald that he 
drove over to one of the main pikes 
and bad a good road all the way to 
town. VThen asked wbat he would do 
If his side road was built to equal 
the main pike and the big highway al- 
lowed to go to pieces, he said that tie 
had not considered it from this angle, 
and that he presumed the real increase 
in value that his property had gotten 
from the good roads had come from 
its proximity to t^f^ main highway. He 
was also given estimates on highway 
lonslructlon and readily convinced 
that the present road Income was not 
r.ufllclent to build a high type of road 
on all Intersecting hlghwaya aad main- 
tain your mala pike.
